No. 2501 1/ 19/ 7 [-Tex -A . — In exercise of the powers 
conferred on it under section 23, read with sub-clauses 
(c) and (d) of sub-section (2) of section 4, of the Tex- 
tiles Committee Act, 1963 (41 of 1963), the Textiles 
Committee, with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations fur- 
ther to amend the Mill-made Cotton Yarn Inspection 
Regulations, 1966, published in Part Ill-Section 4 of the 
Gazette of India, dated the 15th October, 1966 namely:--- 

L (I) These regulations may he called Mie Mill-made 
Cotton Yarn Inspection (Amendment) Regula- 
tions, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date ot their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Mill-Made Cotton Yarn Inspection Regula- 
tions, 1966 (hereinafter referred 1o as the said regula- 
tions), in regulation 2, after clause (b), the following 
clause shall be inserted , namely :— 

“(c) ‘specified destination’ means any destination as 
may be specified by the Textiles Committee 
from time to time." 

3. In the said regulations, in regulation 3. for tin- 
paragraph occurring after Table-If, "the following para- 
graph shall be substituted, namely : — 

“In the case of yarn in banks, if the number of 
bundles drawn is Jess than 10, further bundles 
shall be drawn from the hales opened to bring 


the total number of bundles upto 10. One 
hank from each bundle shall be drawn as sample 
tor laboratory tests. For the purposes of 
determining count and strength it shall be 
necessary to test 2 Specimen (one Jea or 1/2 
lea as the case may be) from each sample hank 
drawn (l.e. 20 samples in all). In the case of 
yarn in cones, if the number of cones so drawn 
in less than 20, further cones shall be drawn 
from the cases opened to bring the total number 
of cones drawn upto 20. It shall be sufficient 
if about 1/2 hank is drawn as sample from 
each cone drawn and one specimen is tested 
from each sample selected for count and 
strength- (Testing for count, strength and TPI 
shall be carried out as per l.S. 237-1951, l.S. 
239-1951 and l.S. 238-1952 respectively). When 
the weight of the consignment is required to 
be certified as per inspection findings, the en- 
tire contents of the bales/cases/bags opened for 
inspection shall be weighed". 

4. In the said regulations, after regulation 5, the follow- 
ing regulation shall be inserted, namely : — 

“5A. Inspection and criteria for rejection of material 

made for export (to specified destinations). 

( 1 ) In addition to the normal inspection as prescribed 
elsewhere in these regulations, material meant for export 
(to specified destination) shall also be inspected for 
visual and hidden defects. 

(2) (a) In the case of yam in cones, 40 cones inclu- 
sive of the cones required for laboratory tests shall be 
selected from the cases or bags opened for inspection and 
if a sample is required for the second examination 40 
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more cones shall be selected from the same cases or 
bags. 

(b) The cones selected under clause (a), shall be 
examined for the following defects and any cones con- 
taining one or more of these defects shall be considered 
as a defective cone : — 

(i) stitches of more than one inch in length at the 
base, 

(ii) excessive stitches at the nose. 

(iii) soft cones in case of yarn other than hosiery 
yarn, 

(iv) collapsed cones, 

(v) prominent stains inclusive of chalk and other 
marking on the yarn, 

(vi) cut-threads, or 

(vii) absence of tail-end where it is required (the 
length of the tail-end should not be less than 12 
inches). 

(c) (i) 20 cones from the sample selected and free 
from defects mentioned in clause (b) shall be rewound 
on a cone-winding machine at a standard tension and a 
speed of 500 to 600 yards per minute with a slub catcher 
(double bladcd type) setting of two and a half times the 
diameter of the yam for single yarn and three times the 
diameter for doubled und plied yarn and the breakages 
per 10,000 m. worked out. 

(ii) The diameter of yarn shall be calculated from the 
formula :

(d) A lot shall be considered sub-standard, for visual 
and hidden defects in the event of one or more of the 
following defects occurring in the samples from the lot 
inspected : — 

(i) Where the first sample selected under clause 

(a), after being examined for defects specified 
in clasue (b), is found to contain more than 
6 defective cones; 

(ii) where after finding 4 to 6 defective cones in 
the first sample, a sample selected under clause 
(a) is examined for the second time in a simi- 
lar manner and both the samples together con- 
tains more than 6 defective cones; 

(iii) where the breakage per 10,000 m, arrived as 
in clause (c) exceed 3, 

(3) (a) In the ease of yarn in hanks, 40 hanks inclu- 
sive of the hanks required for laboratory tests shall be 
selected from the bundles drawn for inspection and if a 
sample is required for the second examination 40 more 
hanks shall be selected from the other bundles of the 
bales already drawn. 

(b) The bundles selected for drawing samples for 
laboratory tests shall be subjected to general inspection 
to verify whether the make up and the type of reelinr 
arc according to the specifications. 

(c) The hanks selected under clause (a), shall be 
examined for the following visual defects and any hank 
containing one or more of these defects shall be con- 
sidered as a defective hank : — 

(i) improper leasing, 

(ii) nose and tail-end not tied with tie yarn, 

(iii) entanglement.

(vii) plying of wrong counts, 

(d) A lot shall be considered sub-standard for visual 
and hidden defects in the event of one or more of the 
following defects occurring in the sample inspected 

(i) where the make-up and or the type of reeling 
examined as in clause (b) are not according to 
specifications; 

(ii) where the first sample selected under clause 
(a) and examined lor defects as specified in 
clause (c) is found to contain more than 6 
defective hanks;

Iu the said Regulations, after Regulation 11, the fol- 
lowing new Regulation shall he inserted as Regulation 
T- A, namely : 

“ll-A (i) An employee who has retired from the 
service of the Corporation after completion of 
a minimum of 20 years’ continuous service 
may be allowed, ordirturily by economy class, 
free and/or concessional passages as follows, 
viz., one free passage every calendar year or 
two free passages every alternate calendar year 
and not more than four 75 per cent rebated 
passages every calendar year. The passages 
so allowed may be utilised either on domestic 
sectors or on international sectors of any one 
of the regional routes specified in Sub-Regula- 
tion fii) tof Regulation 4 in such a way that 
he may make one complete circle trip between 
the two terminal points of any one regional 
route commencing from and terminating at 
the first station of cmplanement; provided, how- 
ever, that not more than one or two free pas- 
sages. as the case may be, and not more than 
three rebated passages shall be utilised on in- 
ternational sectors in any one calendar year;
